FIRST  FLORIDA  C-RaPEFRUIT  RI^G-ULaTI 01T  OF  1.945-46  S3AS0IT  -■  ■ 


The  Florida  Administrative  and  Shippers  Advisory  Committees,  established 
pursuant  to  the.  Florida  citrus  marketing  agreement  and  order,  recommended 
to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  September  25,  1945  that  from  October 
1  to  3,  1945,  interstate  shipments  of  all  Florida  grapefruit  be  limited 
to  U*  S.  Ho.   2  and  higher  grades  and  shipments  of  seeded  grapefruit  tee 
limited  to  sizes  96  and  larger  and  of  seedless  grapefruit  to  sizes  126 
and  larger.     This  is  the  first  regulation  to  be  recommended  by  the 
committees  during  the  current  marketing  season. 
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It  is  estimated  that  there  are  17/594  cars  of  Florida  Grapef rui t  available 
for  interstate  shipment  during  the  1945-46  season.     Shipments  of  early- 
bloom  grapefruit  commenced  at  about  the  same  time  as  in  the  1944-45  season, 
57  cars  having  been  shipped  prior  to  September  23,  as  compared  with  63 
cars  during  the  corresponding  period  last  year.     Shipments  are  expected  to 
increase  rapidly  in  volume  henceforth.    Although  the  grapefruit  crop  shows 
considerable  discoloration  from  melanose  and  rust-mite  damage,  it  is 
anticipated  that  supplies  of  Florida  grapefruit  are  sufficient  that  fresh 
shipments  will  be  of  excellent  quality  and  desirable  sizes.

On  September  21,  announcement  was  made  of  the  termination  of  ^0  17  and 
the' amendment  of  *7F0  16-,  effective  September  25.     The  termination  of 
-wFO  17  ends  the  control  of  raisin,    variety  grapes  and  Zante  currant  grapes 
which  has  been-  imposed  on  the  utilization  of  such  varieties  in  the  eight 
principal- raisin    producing  counties  in  California  during  the  last  three 
seasons.     It  had  been  announced  on  June  2,  1945,  that  the  restrictions  on 
the  use  of  these  grapes  under  XWQ  17  would  be  revoked. 

Provisions  of  wFO  17  relating  to  the  purchase,  sale  and  use  of  raisins 
for  alcohol  and  other  non-food  uses  are  replaced  by  comparable  provisions 
in  YJFO  16,  as  amended.     •  •  * 

The- amendment  of  *  WK)  16  also  provides  for  various  percentages  of  set-aside 
for  the  several  dried  fruits  instead  of  the  100  percent  set  aside  hereto- 
fore required.  •  The  percentages  are:  natural  Thompson  Seedless  raisins 
38,  Golden  Bleached  raisins  20-,  California  Three  District  Prunes  35", 
California  Outside  District  Prunes  50,  peaches,  freestone  30,  apricots 
100,  apples  50.    Dried  pears  and  Zante  currants  are  not  required  to' be 
set  aside,  as  requirements  of  government  agencies  for  these  fruits  are 
very  small  and  can  be  obtained  without  set  aside. 

VETO  16,  as  amended,  also  prohibits  the  dehydration  of  raisin  variety 
grapes  by  means  other  than  by  sun-drying  unless  authorized  by  the 
Assistant  Administrator,  PIvIA,  in  writing.    Under  a  similar  provision  in 
7F0  17,  it  was  announced  on  August  21  that  such  authorizations  would  be 
limited  to  33,000  tons  of  'Golden  Bleached  raisins  and  2,000  tons  of 
Valencia  or  dehydrated  Muscat  raisins.    Authorizations  for  the 'full 
tonnage  specified  for  Valencias  and  nearly  the  full  tonnage  of  Golden 
Bleached,  have  been  issued  to  dehydrators  in  proportion  to  their  plant 
capaci  ty.

Supplies  of  cabbage    are  heavy  and  the  program  of  consumer  information  and 
trade  cooperation  will-be  continued  through  October.     Purchases  for  school 
lunch  and  relief  distribution  are  being  made  in  Colorado,  Wisconsin,  North 
Carolina  and  Massachusetts.     The  ceiling  price  on  sauerkraut  is  being  • 
removed  and  an  effort  is  being  -made  to  obtain  adequate'  supplies  of  tin  to 
facilitate  maximum  usa^e  of  cabbage  for  kraut.    High  yields,  coupled: 
with  a  slightly  expanded  acreage  of  fall  crop  jsnap  beans  in  Virginia  have 
resulted  in  heavy  market  supplies.     Quality  during  the  week  beginning 
September  24  is  reported  as  generally  good.    Purchases  for  school  lunch 
and  relief  distribution  are  being  made  in  the  Virginia- Mary land  area* 
It  is  expected  that  such  assistance  will  be  needed  for  only  a  short  time. 
A  large  crop  of  c_aulif lower  is  beginning  to  move  to  market  from  Long 
Island  and  efforts  to  assist  in  marketing  will  be  made  through  a  program 
to  acquaint  consumers  with  the  abundant  supplies  and  to  obtain  trade 
cooperation  in  moving  through  regular  channels.     Cauliflower  is  not  at 
present  included  among  the  commodities  in  our  master  docket  for  Section 
32  purchases .  .

A  procedure  has  been  established  in  cases  where  a  canner  is  in  violation 
of  this  order  for  failure  to  meet  his  set  aside  requirements  due  to  the 
product  failing  to  meet  quail ty  "requirements,  and  the  canner  had  no 
other  lots  to  offer  to  make  up  the  shortage,  apparently  having  shipped 
the  balance  of  his  pack  to  his  civilian  customers. 

Upon  receipt  of  a  voluntary-  agreement  from  the  canner  that  he  will  agree 
to  make  up  this  shortage  out  of  his  1945  pack  in  addition  to  fulfilling 
his  1945  set  aside  requirements  under  WEO  22.9,  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  prepares  a  letter  wherein  the  canner  signs  two  copies  stating 
that  he  agrees  that  the  subsidy  payment  will,  be  withheld  on  subsidized 
items  until  restitution  has  been  made.         "  . 

Upon  receipt  of  one  signed  copy  of  this  letter  by  the  Administrator  of 
the  order,  a  letter  is  prepared,  informing  the  canner  that  the  quantity 
of  his  1944  pack  which  he  failed  to  deliver  under  WO  22.6  is  no  longer 
subject  to  the  restrictions'' ef  WEO  22.6;     This  enables  the  canner  to 
dispose  of  the  lot  which  failed  to  meet  quality  requirements  through 
regular  commercial  channels.

Upon  receipt  6f  information  that  Brehzas  Stores,  Seattle,  Washington  packed 
pickle  products  for  distribution  in  bulk  only  through  their  own  retail 
stores  and  that  it  would  require  some  time  for  then,  at  additional 
expense,  to  arrange  for  special  processing  and  packing  necessary  to  meet 
Army  specifications,  this  firm  was  authorized  to  dispose  of  its  cucumber 
pickles  and  pickle  products  without  regard  to  the  provisions  of  b— 1  and 
2  of  W?C  101,  as  amended.     The  Chicago  Quartermaster  Depot  indicated 
that  it  did  not  desire  to  purchase  the  quantity  which  Brehms  Stores  would 
have  been  re  mired  to  contract  to  sell  to  the  Army  under  the  provisions 
of  the  order*

Because  of  anticipated  increase  in  the  production  of  canned  corn,  requests 
have  been  received  from  canners  for  additional  quantities  of  sugar  over 
arid  above  the  original  estimates  of  their  requirements.     It  is  antici- 
pated that  sufficient  supplies  of  sugar  will  be  available  to  meet  these 
additional  requirements.     Requests  have  also  been  received  for  assistance 
in  securing  sugar  for  use  by  the  canners  of  Red  Kidney  Beans,  Pork  and 
Beans,  and  other  dried  beans.     These  products  are  on  an  allotment  basis. 
The  quantity  of  sugar  permitted  is  50  percent  of  the  quantity  used  in 
each  quarterly  -  period  of  1941,    Assistance  will  be  given  in  cases  where 
the- canner  is  unable  to  obtain  the  quantity  of  sugar  provided,  by  ration- 
ing regulations.
